What will tile benefits of the Panama Canal be to 
the United States, the Pacific Coast in particular? 
The question is answered by Theodore P. Slionts, 
who was chairman of tho Isthmian Canal Commis­ 
sion, in the issuse of the W orld’s Work for Hie cur­ 
rent month. Says Mr. Shouts in part. 
“W hat will lie the immediate and comprehensive 
result of the expenditure of this great sum? <$4oo,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , final cost of the waterway.) 
On Hie Pacific 
side. San Francisco unquestionably will become more 
of a distributing center th an at present, because of 
tile lower rates its m erchants will pay on traffic that, 
goes by way of the canal, for under the new condi­ 
tions u vessel will he loaded on the Atlantic coast 
aud unloaded iii tile Pacific, and vice versa, instead 
of having its freight transhipped by rail across Hie 
Isthmus of Panama or the Isthm us of Tehuantepec. 
Other ports on the Pacific, such as Sail Diego, Ims 
Angeles, Portland, Seattle and Tacoma, will derive 
a similar advantage front tile opening of the canal 
a service with no transhipm ents that will be al­ 
most, if not quit?, as rapid by even a lti-knot ship 
as that now given by the transcontinental railroads. 
On the Atlantic side, New York is now and always 
lias been Hie principal port of cargoes moving to 
and from the Pacific Coast, but the opening of the 
canal will undoubtedly result In an increase of that 
traffic between other Atlantic ports and ports of the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
The more southerly Atlantic ports 
and the gulf ports should benefit by the traffic mov­ 
ing from the Middle West to Pacific ports, because 
they are from Goo to 800 miles nearer the canal, al­ 
though in order to secure any considerable portion 
of this traffic these southern ports must, be furnished 
with a regular and dependable steamship service. 
•' 
, 
The water route between San Fran­ 
cisco and New York by way of the Panama Canal 
is almost 8000 miles shorter than by the old method 
of travel through tile Straits of .Magellan. Neverthe­ 
less. I do not hold what seem s to be tile popular view, 
that the opening of the canal will have a serious 
effect upon the business of Hie transcontinental rail­ 
roads of the United States; on the contrary, I atn 
inclined to believe that it will be to their advantage 
so soon as trade conditions adjust themselves. 
The 
traffic of Hie transcontinental railroads that will he 
most seriously affected is that which originates at 
Atlantic Coast points, destined to ports on the Pa­ 
cific, and vice versa. 
With this traffic Hie steamers 
that operate by way of the canal will come into di­ 
rect competition and, as their rates will he lower 
and the time taken in transit approximately the same 
as is now taken by the railroads, diversion of busi­ 
ness is naturally to be expected. 
The tonnage ac­ 
tually handled from coast to coast is not, however, 
as important as that which originates at interior 
points, ami is brought to the coast to take advantage 
of the low rates quoted by competitors of the trans­ 
continental railroads. 
But this competition will lie 
limited to the movement of traffic only where the 
railroad rate for the haul from interior points to the 
seaboard, plus the ocean rate, is lower than the rate 
charged by the transcontinental railroads from the 
Interior points to destination. 
Tho railroads may 
possibly lose some of their cheaper tonnage, hut this 
will he more than made up to them by the inevitable 
increase in higher class traffic that will be brought 
about by the development of the territory they serve. 
"The opening of the canal cannot fail to Increase 
to a large degree the shipments, such as canned 
goods, dried fruits, lumber and other products that 
now move by way of the isthmuses of Panama and 


Tehuantepec from the west coast 
of 
the United 
States to European ports. 
Strange as it may seem. 
tile principal obstacle to the present development of 
this traffic is tile disinclination of American shippers 
to forward their goods in containers that are suffi­ 
ciently strong to withstand the necessary rehandling 
a t every port of transhipment. T he loss that results 
from Hie arrival of shipments requiring recoopering, 
repacking or relabeling is much heavier than would 
be imagined. 
With the opening of the canal, tran­ 
shipm ent will be unnecessary; no improvement in 
form or style of containers will be required, and de­ 
livery will he made in complete bill-of-lading lots in 
a condition satisfactory to shippers and consignees. 
Such improved delivery cannot fall to result in a 
large Increase in Hie amount of traffic to he handled. 
T his may not he exactly the place to say it, hut Hie 
fact remains that the American shipper has a great 
deal to learn about tile sale of merchandise ami its 
handling for shipment. 
As I have said, the princi­ 
pal obstacle to the development of traffic between 
th e western coast of the United States and Europe 
across the isthmuses of Bunama and Tehuantepec 
has been the refusal of shippers to forward their 
goods In proper containers. 
The same conditions 
exist in our trade with South America, and in addi­ 
tion our shippers puck their goods without reference 
to the unloading or currying facilities ut the ports 
to which they may be sent. 
German and other Eu­ 
ropean shippers adapt the size of their packages to 
tile facilities ut tilt* point of destination. 
Though 
certain articles of American manufacture, such as 
sewing machines, agr.cultural machinery and type­ 
writers, are sold over all South America, the Ger­ 
m ans have secured the bulk of foreign trade in the 
southern half of this hemisphere. 
This is because 
th e average American m anufacturer refuses to ‘cater.’ 
H e says to the potential purchaser: 'This is what I 
ain making; lf you like it, liny it.’ The German man­ 
ufacturer says: 
‘What is that you want? I will make 
it for you.’ 
The German also establishes banks and 
extends credit in South America and other countries 
in which he does business. 
“The peace of the world will be maintained under 
present conditions just so long as tho more important 
nations either arrive at an agreem ent as to arma­ 
ments, or continue to maintain their military and 
naval forces at so high a standard as to cause other 
nations to pause before taking aggressive action 
against I hem, The opening of tho canal will increase 
to the United Stall's the value of its present navy; 
it will als-) permit other nations, not ut war with this 
country, to concentrate their forces on shorter no­ 
tice1 titan before, and to that extent may prevent 
petty quarrels from becoming serious. 
"The question has often been asked during the 
building of the* canal, whether, on its completion, the 
increase* of traffic between the eastern und western 
coasts of Hie United State-s, and between the United 
States and the west coast of South America and 
Fhilippine and Oriental ports, will stimulate Ameri­ 
can shipbuilding and commerce under tile American 
flag. 
it the American shipbuilder and shipowners 
had an eepial chance on the seas with their foreign 
rivals there would be every reason to anticipate an 
enormous increase in the building of ships and iii 
commerce under the American flag when the canal 
is opened. 
However, under present conditions the 
American shipbuilder is compelled to expend almost 
f»0 per cent more, and the American shipowner is at 
un operating expense in running his ship more than 
f»0 per cent greater, than his British competitor, who 
leas the additional advantage of a subsidized ship in 
1 .

Little 
Change in 
Situation 


The change in the situation is so small and real 
news has been so slight that any endeavor to show 
tho trend of the market 
at. 
this time should be 
marked “extra 
hazardous.” Of course, the Mexican 
situation has slightly cleared 
up, especially as to Mexican 
oil securities, but here the 
trading, while improved, 
is 
not nearly as active as con­ 
ditions 
warrant. 
It 
really 
looks as if it would take a favorable decision in the 
rate case to materially change conditions or cause 
trading to become 
more active. T hat the foundation 
of good times has been laid is warranted by the pres­ 
ent condition of the crops. 
“It is a joy to be back in California where 1914 and 
1915 crop prospects are encouraging, in such sharp 
contrast with the past and its feeling of uncertainty,” 
said E. O. McCormick, vice president of the Southern 
Facie Company, in charge of traffic, upon his return 
from the East aud Middle West. “Every mile that 
brings you nearer to the Pacific Coast adds to your 
optimism,” said Mr. McCormick, "and W estern opti­ 
mism is well founded. The most significant evidence 
of approaching prosperity here is the marked propor­ 
tionate increase in carload shipments of freight as 
compared with less than carloads. This shows that 
merchants have confidence that trading will be good 
and are making their purchases in large lots. It is 
such optimism, as this that makes California the 
great State it is, and will, as I have before stated, 
turn the present dark days into those of prosperity 
in every quarter. 
On the local Stock Exchange there has been some 
commission business, but its aggregate has not been 
of such volume as to give the brokers pause. 
The 
market continues to be largely professional and ex- 
ceedingly dull, narrow and with little stability. 
Tile cut in the price of oil during the past week' 
and the fact that Lake View Company No. 2’s well * 
is producing so heavily causes many people to he- § 
lieve that, even with a favorable decision in regard 
to the land cases, no partic 
alar advance in the prices of 
the majority of the oil list 
can be expected. 
The fact] 
that the Standard has cut the 
price 5 cents is likely due to] 
their own heavy production from 
the 
La 
Habra 
Field, where they have a well which they are keep 
lug more or less under cover, which is doing, I am 
told, even better than the Lakeview No. 2. Of course, 
Union Oil has been the most discussed stock on the 
board and the letter which was issued from the com­ 
pany’s office has been a great disappointment to a 
large number of the stockholders. It was hoped that 
the details of the deal would be entered into more 
specifically aud that the item of expenses as spoken 
of in one of the paragraphs more definitely outlined. 
As one large stockholder expressed it, ”1 expect to 
take my pro rata of the new' issue of stock of the 
Union Oil Company, but I want it on the same 
terms, conditions and price as secured by the Eng­ 
lish syndicate.” Without a doubt the powers that be 
in the Union Oil Company were justified in not being 
more explicit but it is certainly an unfortunate con­ 
dition of affairs, as a frank statem ent at this time? 
would have done much to clear up the heaviness 
of the local stock market and perhaps added some 
vim to the trading. Associated Oil advanced frac­ 
tionally and then retired to its old level. At the ^ 
present price Associated is paying about 7 per cent, 
which calls my attention to a little combination in 
the line of dividend payers and for investment that 
would be hard to beat in any other market. To-wit: 
Twenty shares of Associated, in shares of Amalga­ 
mated and IO shares of W est Coast, being an invest­ 
ment of about 12500, would give one a return of 
something like 15 per cent on the money invested 
and potentialities in the way of a speculative feature I 
hard to beat. Associated has a book value of nearly " 
$126 a share and as shown by its last year’s state- I

Cut in

The various business men whom I consulted dur­ 
ing the past w'eek seem to feel that the outlook is a 
little more encouraging. The large volume of bank 
clearances reported from all over the country, which 
is always a reliable index of- 
trade, show's, however, that 
there is still considerable pes­ 
simism 
present, 
a n d 
t h e 
heavy cloud of business de­ 
pression 
is 
still obscuring 
brighter conditions. Business on the Exchange has 
been very quiet, except for one or two days market, 
trading was of the lightest, and prices show little 
inclination to change or indicate as to the real trend 
of the market. In looking over my Eastern exchanges, 
the following regarding the steel trade appears to 
me as most interesting: 
“The steel trade is about as slack as it lias been in 
a long period of time and 
prices 
are 
very 
low. 
Although the present aspect is anything hut encour­ 
aging, the belief is entertained that the present ex­ 
treme dullness presages early revival of activity. 
Certainly the prevailing low prices 
for 
steel, ac­ 
companied by easy money conditions, offer induce­ 
ments extraordinary, and it should not require very 
much courage to take advantage of such a combina­ 
tion. if precedent counts for anything, the steel busi­ 
ness is on the eve of an upswing. It has been the 
experience of the past that when iron sells down to 
a low price and finished steel lines are correspond­ 
ingly cheap, construction is promoted and if money 
is easy business begins to boom. It is impossible to 
determine just when to look for a renewal of activity, 
but people with foresight and courage are not likely 
to let good opportunities slip by. The United States 
Steel Corporation probably anticipates a resumption 
of active business soon, otherwise it would not have 
so seriously invaded its surplus to pay tile last two 
quarterly dividends on the common stock.’ 
That the period of retrenchm ent is still leading the 
affairs of men and corporations is evidenced on all 
sides and the word 
caution is in everyone’s mouth, 
w hen speaking of investments of any character. As 
an evidence as to what extent this has been car­ 
ried, the heavy falling oft of importations in precious 
stones and the decrease in the manufacture of auto­ 
mobiles, except for commercial purposes are signifi­ 
cant of this economizing policy, and to my mind a 
most encouraging sign. Much of our future prosperity 
is dependent on this evidence of thrift. A Government 
crop report issued last week shows the most favor­ 
able conditions ever known, at this season of the 
year, in this country, and should go a long ways to­ 
w a rd off-setting the pessimism and depression with 
which business has so long been enshrouded. 
A canvass of the local bond trade brings forth 
statem ents that there is improvement in most issues, 
^although activity is lacking. 
There appears to be 
j:a waiting attitude on the part of investors, but prices 
brule firm and at somewhat higher levels than at the 
iclose of last week.

Dullness in 
the Oil 
Market 


To attempt to write anything regarding the oil 
share market is almost an impossibility. Extreme 
lassitude; a dullness like nothing we have had for 
some years, and no news either encouraging or dis­ 
couraging has created a situ­ 
ation hard to hear and ex­ 
ceedingly difficult to find a 
trend. Until some decision is 
rendered in the oil cases now 
pending in the United States 
Courts, th 
market cannot be expected to show any 
marked advance. Union Oil has been a good trader, 
but the price does not swing much either one way or 
the other. The regular monthly dividends have been 
declared and the price of oil still holds firm. The 
Mexican situation is having a considerable effect 
locally, as many of our large oil operators are in­ 
terested in that neck of the woods, and therefore 
they are not participating particularly in any new 
ventures, pending the settlement of the difficulty in 
our sister republic, 
in tile industrial list practically the only feature 
has been the trading in Los Angeles Investment and 
the best that can be said of the situation is that 
prices are holding their own nicely. At one time 
it looked as if there might be quite an advance, but 
that hope seems to have gone glimmering. There 
has been a little trading off-board in Home Pre­ 
ferred, and some few scattering sales have been 
reported, tile prices being a shade lower than when 
last traded in. 
The mining list exhibits the same unsatisfactory 
qualifications, 
evidenced 
in 
the 
balance 
of 
the 
market. 


The main feature in the bond m arket has been the 
active trading in Union Oil bonds, both 
off and on 
board. These have advanced fractionally, even under 
a heavy selling movement. There has been some in­ 
quiry for Home Telephone 
bonds, 
although the quota­ 
tions on both the first issue 
and the refundings are not 
quite up to w hat they were 
the first of the year. Other 
issues were also strong early in the week despite 
the comparatively small demand. Prominent bond 
houses reported that it was impossible to secure 
standard issues in any substantial amounts, except 
at prices considerably higher than current quota­ 
tions on 
the board. Close students of the situation 
maintain 
that the outlook for the bond m arket is 
exceptionally favorable, especially as money 
con­ 
tinues easy with no indications of hardening. If the 
United States becomes involved in a war with Mexico 
it is pointed out, money rates would doubtless work 
somewhat higher, although some having money to 
lend are willing to take the risk on long-time funds. 
in this respect, however, there was some diversity 
of opinion among money lenders. 
There will be a number of offerings during the 
next few weeks, as there are several companies 
which will be compelled to enter the market for 
fresh funuds to care for nearby maturities. It is not 
believed that many companies will consider seriously 
the raising of funds other than those absolutely nec­ 
essary for current requirements of the character re­ 
ferred to above. No doubt, if conditions in the general 
situation take a change for tile better throughout 
tile country, a considerable amount of new financing 
w ill be undertaken, as many large corporations could 
utilize profitably much additional new money for 
improvements, betterments, etc., which 
otherwise 
must wait until tile time is more propitious than at 
present. 
Bank stocks show no particular change. 
There 
has been some few shares changing hands off hoard, 
and the quotation on one or two show a slight de­ 
cline, but, generally speaking, the market remains 
about the same as it has been for the past month. 
Leading bankers are awaiting developments as to 
when the Federal Reserve institutions will be in­ 
augurated. and this naturally has some further in­ 
fluence in governing the trend of the money market. 
Banks throughout the Southwest report business of 
light volume with tile demand from mercantile lines 
for funds much lighter than anticipated a few weeks 
ago Rates of discount show no change, with bank 
clearings of moderate volume. The W estern money 
m arket displays two features which can be accur­ 
ately described as dullness and inactivity. The past 
week developed nothing of an extraordinary charac­ 
ter to cause any change in the situation and condi­ 
tions may be best explained as showing a waiting 
attitude.
